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REPORT OF:ADIUTANT GENERAL. 


1883-4. 


The Nebraska National Guard as at present constituted, consists 
of nine Companies of Infantry and one of Artillery. During the 
past two years two companies have been disbanded, one at Wahoo 
and one at Columbus. They have been replaced by the admission of 
a company at Fremont, and with a temporary organization of a com- 
pany at Pawnee City, the station at the date of this report has not 
been permanently admitted into the service of the state. 

The Command of the First Regiment of Nebraska National Guards 
remains under Colonel Leonard W. Colby, of Beatrice, that of Com- 
pany A First Nebraska Light Artillery, under the Captaincy of C. 
M. Murdock, of Wymore, the latter, under the provisions of our Mil- 
itary Code and the Rules and Regulations of the Nebraska National 
Guard, is assigned to the First Regiment for duty. 

The legislature at its eighteenth session, appropriated for the main- 
tenance of the National Guard of this state the sum of five thousand 
dollars, being twenty-five hundred dollars for the years 1883 and 1884 
and for the first quarter in 1885. ‘These amounts have been dis- 
bursed from time to time as the law directs. The paucity of these 
appropriations and the impossibility of meeting the increased demands 
of the service in the future from a like sum, will be referred to more

particularly at a later stage in this report, 
INSPECTIONS. 


The inspection of the Nebraska National Guard bas been made by 
Major Franklin Sweet, Inspector General, in a thorough and faithful 
manner, as will be made to more clearly appear by an examination of 
his last report which is hereto appended and to which your attention 
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is respectfully solicited. The object of these inspections has been to 
bring to the knowledge of these Head-quarters, the exact condition 
of the companies from time to time, and the faithful and efficient man- 
ner in which this duty has been performed by Major Sweet is certainly 
worthy of the highest praise and commendation. 

The suggestions and recommendations contained in the Inspector 
Generals Report will be found of great interest to the service, and 
should be carefully noted. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS, 


Under the provisions of an order issued from these Head-quarters 
on the fourth day of June, 1883, a board of five commissioned officers 
was appointed from among the National Guard of this state. said 
. board being appointed for the purpose of preparing suitable Rules and 
Regulations for the better government of the several Military organ- 
izations in this state. The Board detailed consisted of Colonel L. W. 
Colby, Major Franklin Sweet, Captain C. M. Murdock, Captain L. 
P. Derby, and Captain W, T. Scott, mét in this city on the twelfth 
day of June, 1883, and after a limited session completed the task as- 
signed them and submitted the result of their labors which, having 
met your approval, were duly promulgated and published for the 
guidance of the National Guard of Nebraska. 


ENCAMPMENT. 


There bas been but one encampment of the Nebraska National 
Guard since the date of the last report from this office, and that was 
held at Crete, commencing Tuesday noon, Aug. 21st, and ending 
Saturday noon, Aug 25th, 1883. 

The point selected proved advantageous in many respects both on 
acconnt of its central position for concentrating the troops as well as 
for the liberality of its citizens, who contributed a number of elegant 
prizes to be competed for in excellence of drill and target practice. 

The attendance in point of numbers was all that could have been 
expected, and the universal interest taken by both officers and men 
clearly demonstrated to all who were present as participants that 
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much was gained to the soldier in the way of experience and training. 

Ample provision should be made in the future for the holding of 
these encampments annually, as nothing does more in the way of 
schooling the Companies than the opportunity thus afforded. It en- 
ables the officers and men to familiarize themselves with the field 
maneuvers and battalion drill, thus acquiring more actual militaty 
knowledge than can be imparted in a whole vear by armory drill and 
public parades.

S RIFLE PRACTICE. 


Considerable interest has been manifested in this branch of the ser- 


vice by nearly all of the Companies in the state, and all possible en- 


couragement has been extended to increase the interest thus taken. 

The promising results obtained by this practice in the past two 
years has done much towards instilling new vigor into the several 
commands. 


MILITARY PROPERTIES. 


Appeuded to this report and made a part thereof will be found the 
report of Quartermaster General ©. N, Baird, of Lincoln, and to 
whom under our Military Code is entrusted the care of all public 
property belonging to this Department. The careful and economical 
manner in which the affairs of his office have been administered dur- 
ing the past has met my approval and the recommendations made by 
hin, if followed out, will prove of incalculable value to the Guard of 
this state in its future operations, 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT. 


. 


It has been very gratifying to this Department to notice of recent 
date the very favorable consideration given to the National Guard by 
the Secretary of War and others high in military life. The moral 
support thus given has done much towards strengthening the organ- 
ization in this State; and it is believed that if this recognition of the 
citizen soldiery is continued, that eventually the general government 
will come to the assistance of the several states in rendering much in

the way of substantial aid to her military forces. There is now pend- 
ing before the present Congress a measure which it is confidently be- 
lieved will pass this session, that will afford to the several state or- 
ganizations an opportunity of availing themselves, by requisition 
upon the general government of many of the more valuable and 
necessary military properties, such as at the present time do not come 
within the scope of the Secretary of War to furnish. 


STAFE, 


I have been assisted very largely in the management of the affairs 


` of this Department during the past two years by the officers compos- 


ing your staff. They have always been found ready to act promptly 
in all matters appertaining to the duties assigned them and much of 
the success which has attended the organization in the past is due to 
the loyalty and zeal displayed by them whenever their services were 
called into requisition. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Heretofore the legislature has seen fit to appropriate for the main- 
tenance of the Nati-nal Guard of the state the very limited sum of 
twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, and out of this the Depart- 
ment has been called upon to maintain an organization in this state. 
Nothing but the loyalty of the officers and men comprising the mili- 
tary force has permitted the organization to continue even to this time, 
and the matter is now brought to your serious consideration as to how 
long this state of affairs can eontinue and the organization profit 
thereby—certainly not long, in my estimation. 

The legislature should with its accustomed liberality meet the. wants 
of the service by increasing the annual appropriation to at least five 
thousand dollars. The necessity of maintaining an armed police force, 
like the guard, is a fact clearly established by the experience of the 
past. The history of our state has shown that on several occasions 
nothing saved the lives and property of our people but the presence of 
our state troops, and the same combinations which have incited this 

alslweness in the past will undoubtedly arise again in the future.

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It cannot be expected that an effective force can be maintained on the 
meagre sum heretofore granted, neither can it be expected of a few 
"of our citizens who have so patriotically entered the service of the 
state that they will continue to devote their timeand means to build- 
ing up and sustaining an organization to which the state should give 
not only its moral but liberal and substantial support. It is certainly 
to be hoped that the legislature, at its forthcoming session will heed 
the suggestions offered and afford such substantial aid to the Depart- 
ment as will allow the placing of the National Guard of this state 
upon the proper footing.

and encouraged with that degree of liberality, that its efficiency will 
not be impaired. ‘

GENERAL—I have the bonor to report that in obedience to General 
Order No. 2, current series, dated Head-quarters Nebraska National 
Guard, Adjutant General’s Office, Lincoln, Nebraska, May 19, 1884, 
I have inspected the First Regiment Infaniry, Nebraska National 
Guard, and Battery A First Light Artillery, N. N. G., attached 
thereto, and respectfully submit the result of said inspection. 


« 
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The several commands having been sufficiently notified by circular 
from this office, accompanied by a copy of the General Order direct- 
ing the inspection, [ began my tour of duty June 2d. While the 
general condition of the command is much better than anticipated, a 
few of the companies were very much demoralized and in very bad 
condition, and the very bad condition of the companies referred to is 
directly chargeable to the reprehensible conduct, utter neglect, and 
incompetener of their officers, who by their course have demoralized 
their commands, allowed the arms, equipments, and uniforms to be 
promiscuously scattered and remain in the hands of irresponsible par- 
ties, and negleeted to keep their company books and records written 
up. But little attempt has been made in two companies to preserve 
the semblance of military organization, while some arms, equipments, 
and uniforms have been carried off, lost, or destroyed. Whether the 
officers who ought to be responsible have executed to the proper au- 
thorities such bonds as are contemplated by sec. 20 of the Military 
Code, and see. 260 of the Regulations N. N. G., I am. unable to say, 
but that they ought to be held strictly accountable admits of no ques- 
tion. 

In a number of companies 1 find that there are men who have 
been entitled to honorable discharge for some time, on account of ex- 
piration of term of service, but who are yet borne on the company 
rolls, a condition of affairs which ought not to be tolerated. In reply 
to inquiry why men entitled were not discharged, I was informed in 
some cases that application had been made to the Colonel command- 
ing the regiment but no action had been had thereon. Complaint is 
made that communications to regimental head-quarters in relation to 
military business are ignored, and not even the scant courtesy of a 
reply extended. I forbear to make any further comment. Partiality 
and favoritism should have no place in military administration. 

The following statement by companies is submitted : 

Company A, Ist Infantry, stationed at York. This is one of the 
demoralized companies and nothing can be said as to its efficiency or 


discipline. The uniforms, arms, and equipments were mostly in the 
hands of the members of the company. The company was not assem- 
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bled and paraded for inspection, consequently no report can be made 
as to the condition of the arms, etc., except that the officers reported 
them to be in good-condition, Captain Scott reported that the term 
of service of his company, with the exception of two commissioned 
officers and about twelve enlisted men, had expired. 

The captain, not deeming himself in service for some time, seems to 
have taken little or no interest in the welfare of the company and no 
care of the property of the State in his charge, while Lieutenant Lun- 
deen, meritorious officer, thought he did' not possess sufficient author-* 
ity to counteract the evil. This company have a large, roomy armory, 
fitted up with closets for arms, etc., but being in a basement, arms are 
liable to damage from damp and rust. They report two uniforms 
short. 7 


Company B, 1st Regt., stationed at Sutton, Neb. Captain Young 
being absent the day on which this company was inspected, the com- 
mand devolved on First Lieutenant F.C. Mattison. £ found this 
company in very fair condition, appearance good, drill fair, uniforms 
mostly in good condition, arms in good serviceable condition except 
four unserviceable and in need of repairs. They have monthly drills. 
A vacancy exists in the office of second lieutenant in this company, 
the man commissioned as such having failed to qualify is enumerated 
among the enlisted men. They have a convenient armory, supplied 
with closets or receptacles for uniforms and arms. 

Company C, stationed at Beatrice, Neb. This company was found 
in very good condition; has a very good armory, conveniently fitted 
up with closets for arms and uniforms; drill and discipline very good 
and presented a creditable appearance; condition of uniforms good ; - 
arms serviceable, except three in need of repairs. Some of the arms 
in this company were in fine order. 

Captain Phillips has established and is improving a rifle range for 
his company. Six men of this company are entitled to discharge by 
reason of expiration of term of service. Company C is short one 
uniform. Their company records are pretty well written up. 


Company F, 1st Regiment Infty., stationed at Juniata, Neb. Com- 
pany F was found in its usual good condition. Drill, discipline, and

appearance good; arms clean and in good serviceable order, except 
one in need of repairs; drills monthly; company books and records 
well written up, with exception of order book which is not complete. 

Company G, stationed at Geneva, Neb. Company G was found in 
good, efficient condition, and paraded more men for inspection than 
any other company in the command. Their drill, discipline, and ap- 
pearance was very good; uniforms in good condition; arms all ser- 
viceable and in good condition, except one in need of repairs; com- 
pany records written up; armory in good condition and conveniently 
fitted up with closets for arms, etc. One man belonging to this com- 
pany, who was transferred from Company C, is entitled to a discharge. 
Drill monthly. This company is short one uniform. 


Company H, 1st Regt., stationed at Nelson, Neb. The condition 
of this company was very good; drill fair; discipline very good; arms 
mostly in fair, serviceable condition, one in need of repairs; uniforms 
with exception of two were in fine condition. This is one of the com- 
panies that excel in keeping their books and records written up com- 
plete. 

They have semi-monthly drills. Their armory is small, but suf- 
cient for the storage of their arms, etc. Within a short time they 
will have a good, convenient drill-room for use in inclement weather. 
The term of service of two-thirds of the members will“ expire during 
the current month, the greater part of whom have signified their in- 
tention of re-enlisting. 


Company I, Ist Regt. Infty., stationed at Bennett, Neb. This is 
one of the best companies in the command, and its officers as well as 
the individual members of the company are entitled to great credit for 
maintaining their efficiency in spite of the adverse circumstances under 
which they in common with the National Guard labor. Their com- 
pany records are well written up; their armory in good condition; 
drill very good; discipline and appearance good; uniforms in fair 
condition; arms serviceable and in fair condition, except two which 
are in need of repairs, This company has about thirty men who are 
entitled to and ought to be discharged. Capt. Derby has established 
a good rifle range for his company. ~ 
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Company K, 1st Regintent Infantry, stationed at Central City, Ne- 
braska, The condition of this company is very bad. The total neg- 
lect of its Captain has had a very damaging effect on the company. 
Two Lieutenants and fourteen enlisted men were all that assembled 
on the day of inspection. The incompleteness of the company rec- 
ords make it difficult to arrive at very exact figures, but sufficient to 
show that but about seventeen enlisted men and three officers are really 
in the service, while about thirty enlisted men are entitled to’ discharge 
by reason of expiration of term of service. The arms, equipments, 
and uniforms are mostly in the hands of the men, so that I am un- 
able to report on them except those present; they were in good con- 
dition. Lieut. Wolcott reported that all were serviceable and in good 
condition. He alsb reports two guns and one uniform short, which 
are lost or carried away by the men having them in charge. Captain 
Greiner is residing out of the county in which the company is located, 
and judging the future from the past, will take no further interest in 
the company. 

Batterv A, First Light Artillery, stationed at Wymore, Nebraska. 
The appearance of this command was very good, and they executed 
the manual of the piece very creditably, using for that purpose one of 
the two six-pounders that have been condemned as being unservicea- 
ble and dangerous to the men handling them while firing, but Cap- 
tain Murdock assured me that by inserting a new vent piece the gun 
was rendered comparatively safe. The wood work of the carriage 
and limber are very much decayed, and in its present condition could 
not be moved any distance without danger of breaking down. As 
a small expenditure would put the carriage in good condition, I ree- 
ommend such expenditure. As stated in previous reports, this com- 
pany have not been provided with a complement of guns or limbers, 
caissons, or the usual accessories of a battery, or harness. As a conse- 
quence, the battery cannot be properly mounted, or be drilled in the 
evolutions of artillery. l 

Their uniforms were in good condition, as were their side arms, 
belts, etc, 

It is my duty to report that there are yet a number of commis- 
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sioned officers who haye failed to provide themselves with the regu- 
lation uniforms, as prescribed by the code. The uniform of the 
enlisted men is the Regulation Fatigue, and is generally in good con- 
dition, The arms of the T nfantry is the breach-loading rifled mus- 
ket, calibre 50, and are in good serviceable condition generally, a few 
being in need of repairs. 

The armories are, as a rule, convenient, and well adapted to the 
use to which they are put, 

With a few exceptions the officers are zealous, and seem to be strain- 
ing to make themselves proficient in theory and practice. One great 
difficulty that stands in the way of making the National Guard of 
this State efficient as could be wished, is the fact that the members 
are called on to serve without pay. Officers are ‘required to furnish 
themselves with regulation uniforms, to make themselves proficient, 
to drill and instruct their commands, and throw away their time, be- 
sides being held accountable to the State for the property belonging to 
it, and all without any compensation. In regard to the enlisted men, 
the case is even worse, as they do not have the empty honor of hold- 
ing commissions, and are expected to assemble at the call of their 
officers for drill, losing their time without compensation. A certain 
per diem allowed each man to compensate him for loss of time attend. 
ing stated drills, would result in great benefit to the service, and there 
would be no difficulty in keeping the command up to the standard. 

As previously remarked, a few of the officers are not of that char- 
acter best caleulated to make the service what it should be, or to bring 
the guard up to the standard of efficiency attainable. While they 
have a vaulting ambition to hold positions of trust and honor, once 
they deem themselves secure, they shirk the responsibilities insepara- 
bly connected therewith, and their apathy and neglect cannot fail to 
have a baleful effect upon the command. In this connection I would 
say that as no boards of examination are provided for, and as Court 
Martials and Courts of Inquiry are thought to be too expensive un- 
der our present meager appropriation, there seems to be no way of 
getting rid of incompetent, careless officers, but for the Commander- 
in-Chief to exercise his undoubted prerogative of auuulling and re- 
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voking their commissions, and retiring them to the walks of private 
life, at least so far as the military service of the State is concerned. 
In the tabulated exhibit of companies following, reference is hereby 
made to the detailed report preceding, in regard to Companies “A” 
and “K” as to the number of men present and absent, and other 


items of this report. 
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INSPECTION REPORT OF FIRST REGT. INFTY. AND BATTERY A FIRST LIGHT ARTILLERY N. N. G. 
TABULATED EXHIBIT BY COMPANIES, 
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The foregoing exhibit, which as to numbers present and absent 
does not include Companies “A” and “K,” shows an aggregate of 
three hundred and eighty-three officers and enlisted men, present and 
absent, and two hundred and twenty-four officers and enlisted men 
present, the difference giving the number absent and without leave, 
amounting to one hundred and fifty-nine officers and enlisted men. 
It would seem as if commanding officers ought to understand that 
they have no right to excuse any member of their command from gen- 
eral inspections. Such inspections are not made so frequent but what 
it should be made the imperative duty of every member of the force 
to be present, and all members of the guard not present, except per- 
haps in case of sickness, should be considered absent without leave, 
and I would recommend that in ordering general inspections in future 
that both regimental and company commanders be instructed ac- 
cordingly. 

Since making my tour of inspection I have been credibly informed 
that Companies “ A” and “K,” First Infty., have been making suc- 
cessful efforts to renew their organization, and that from present indi- 
cations they will succeed, having got rid of the drones. 

I strongly recommend the amendment of the military code in such 
particulars as will materially strengthen and advance the interests of 
the National Guard of this state, and one of which would be to pro- 
vide that bonds of accounting officers, and officers responsible for mil- 
itary stores, and property belonging to the state be executed by them 
with good and sufficient securities, in not less than double the amount 
of value of such stores or property, such bond to be approved by the 
County Judge of the county in which the organization or company is 
stationed, and by him forwarded to the Quarter Master General or 
Commander-in-chief for final approval. Also to provide-for a com- 
missary of musters, with the rank of Captain, who shall be a member 
of the Guard Staff, whose duty shall be to muster all commissioned 
officers on their commissions and certify such members to the Adju- 
tant General, no officer being allowed to assume any command or 
place himself on duty, till so mustered. I would most strenuously 
urge that the annual appropriation for the support and maintenance 
of the National Guard be increased to five thousand dollars.

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To make the National Guard an efficient aid to the civil power in 
times of necessity for its use, ought not to meet with any opposition 
from Jaw abiding citizens, and it is to be hoped that our next legisla- 
ture will be willing to extend the necessary aid in providing a fair 
appropriation for its support,and in making the necessary amendments 
to the military code.

In obedience to instructions contained in General Order No. 2, 
dated March 26, 1883, I made an effort to collect outstanding arms 
that had been loaned by the state authorities during the years 1874-5 
and 1876 to settlers on the frontier to enable them to protect them- 
selves against Indian depredations. 

I went to Hastings, Grand Island, Kearney, Plum Creek, North 
Platte, St. Paul, and other points where the arms had been sent, and 
by a great deal of traveling and extensive correspondence I succeeded 
in collecting 250, and owing to the very bad condition of the arms 1 
concluded that they would not pay for the expense of collecting them, 
except such as could be got by correspondence. J am unable to ob- 
tain information as to the exact number thus loaned. There were 
1,000 arms borrowed from the United States and a bond of $18,000 
given for their return when called for and the transaction ratified by 
the legislature, under the administration of Governor Silas Garber. 

- In order to have the state released from this heavy obligation, 1 
recommend that the arms that have been issued under the act ap- 
proved February 28, 1881, with enough on hand to make 1,000 
stand of arms be returned to the United States. My reason for this 
is: First, the arms we have are calibre 50, a remodeled Springfield 
musket. By turning these over we can draw the 45 calibre under the 
law of 1808 for arming and equipping the militia of the several states, 
and by so doing have the state released from her obligation and our 
militia force better armed and equipped. 


" CAMP AND GARRISON EQUIPAGE, 


By the direction of the Commander-in-Chief I went to Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., in August, 1883, to inspect and receive 200 hospital tents

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that had been negotiated for by the Adjutant-General from the Sec- 
retary of War in lieu of ordnance, I received the 200 tents at a cost 
of $12.00 each, making a total of $2,400. I had the tents shipped to 
Crete, Neb., where a part of them were used for the encampment of 
the N. N. G. from Aug. 21st to Aug, 25th, 1883. The tents were then 
loaned to the Grand Army for re-union at Hastings, Neb., by the 
G. A.R. paying all freight charge from Jeffersonville, Ind., to Hastings, 
which they did and return the same to Lincoln. The tents were 
again loaned for a G. A. R. re-union at Fremont, Neb., September 
last, without expense to the state. They are now stored in a suitable 
room at the state capitol. 

I would recommend that an act be passed authorizing the sale of 
100 of said tents, as the remainder will be sufficient for the accommo- 
dation of the state troops.

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T cannot close my report without again recommending an increase 
of the appropriation to bear the necessary expenses of the Nebraska 
National Guard. After paying-the expenses of the encampment we 
are without means to pay the armory rent or purchase uniforms. 

I am of the opinion that it will be useless to attempt to keep up 
the organization of a militia force without an appropriation of at least

Military discipline was enforced during the encampment. Guards 
were placed. around the entire camp with reliefs every twenty-four 
hours. 

No soldier was permitted to leave camp during the day, except 
upon the written order of his Company Commander, approved by the 
Regimental Commander, and the countersign was required for exit or 
admission through the lines at night, 

Company roH calls were required at reveille, retreat, and tattoo, and 
reports thereof made to the Adjutant. 

The quarters and tents were policed after each reveille roll call, and 
Inspected daily. 

Care was taken to preserve the health of the men, and the Surgeon 
_of the Regiment was required to make daily reports of all men on the 
“sick list, specifying their condition, disease, and treatment. No men 
were reported as seriously sick during the encampment. 

The following prizes were offered for the encouragement of the Na- 
tional Guard, and awarded by a Committee of officers selected for that 
purpose. , 

Governor’s Challenge Cup, valued at $150, presented by Governor 
J. W. Dawes, and awarded to Co. “F” as the best drilled company. 

Cash prize of $75, presented by the citizens of Crete, and awarded 
to Co, “ A” as the second best drilled comipany. 

Colonel’s prize gold watch valued at $100, and presented by Col 


mer. 
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L. W. Colby, and awarded to, Color Corp. Geo, Smith, of Co. “D ” 


as the best 100 yards shot with the regulation rifle. 

Adjutant General’s prize rifle, presented by Gen. E. P. Roggen, val- 
ued at $50, awarded to Co. “ ©” for best target shooting by squads 
of twelve at 200 yards. 


Band’s cash prize of $25, presented by Doct. Charles Band, of 
Crete, awarded to a squad of twelve of Co. “A” Light Artillery for 
best drill in saber exercise. Also other cash prizes amounting to $275, 
presented by the citizens of Crete for best target shooting and profi- 
ciency in drill, and awarded to Companies “I,” “0O? “K, “B,” 
“G” and “H,” and to the Regimental Band, of Crete. 


The competition for the prizes stimulated a healthy rivalry among 
the men, and a continuance of this practice will undoubtedly result in 
greater proficiency in military tactics. 

There was guard mounting at 8 A.M.; drill by companies for one 
hour at 11 a.m; battalion drill for one hour at 4 P.M.; and dress pa- 
rade of infantry and artillery at 6 p.m, of each day. 


The entire command was reviewed by the Governor and his staff 
on the afternoon of Aug. 23d. 


In the afternoon of August 24th a sham battle was had, in which 
the full force of infantry and artillery were engaged—the battle last- 
ing over two hours. No accidents or serious injuries occurred during 
the encampment, and the conduct of officers and men, with some few 
exceptions, was commendable, and I am pleased to report that the 
members of my command in becoming soldiers did not forget their 
character or duties as citizens. 

The citizens of Crete are deserving of special mention and remem- 
brance for their courteous and liberal treatment of my command, and 
the public spirit manifested by them in the presentation of prizes by 
which encouragement was given the men and entertainment furnished 
those who witnessed the contests. 


The encampment was successful in every respect, and added greatly 
to the value and efficiency of the service, and in my judgment provi- 
sion should be made by Jaw requiring an encampment annually in- 
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stead of biennially and the legislature urged to make an appropria- 
tion adequate to the demands of this necessary department of the state

The several companies of my command are in as good condition as 
could be expected when the facts are considered that the last legisla- 
ture made no appropriation sufficient to pay for the services of either 
officers or men for the time required for monthly drills and encamp- 
ments, and provides only for an encampment once in two years. The 
acknowledged efficiency of the National Guard of Nebraska is due 
mainly to the voluntary contribution of services and money by its 
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officers and men. The rules and regulations prepared by a board of 


officers appointed for that purpose under the law and approved by the : 


Governor require drills of each company one day a month and en- 
campment bi-ennially, and fix the payment for such services, yet no 
appropriation has been made out of which the sum required can be 
drawn. I consider it the duty of the legislature to provide the means 
necessary for the maintenance of this valuable and necessary branch 
of the state government, so that its progress may keep pace with the 
large and increasing interests of the state. 

The law should be changed so as to require annual encampments, 
and the rules and regulations governing the National Guard, especially 
as to monthly drills and the pay of the Guard, made law by legisla- 
tive enactment, and a reasonable sum of not less than $10,000 with 
the present military force be appropriated annually for this purpose. 
The efficiency of our citizen soldiers and their reliability in times of 
public danger is shown every year in the experience of other states, 
and has been established in this state by actual tests under their pres- 
ent organization during the riots and strikes at Omaha, when property 
of the value of millions of dollars and great public interests were 
protected by. their faithful and yet almost unremunerated services. 
The simple presence of an efficient military force at the command of 
the chief” executive of the state will save double the cost of their 
maintenance every year, and will be a protection to the lives and per- 
sonal rights of our citizens which cannot be measured by a money 
value. 

The demands of a sudden riot, mob, strike, or insurrection always 
show a vast waste of life and treasure which result from a neglect to 
anticipate such issues and from mistaken ideas of economy. 


No state or government, however high its civilization, however 
orderly its citizens, has ever existed without at times requiring a mil- 
ifary force to protect its people and property and maintain its laws. 

In Nebraska by the provisions of its constitution, when the civil 
power has failed, the state relies upon the National Guard for the 
vindication of its laws and institutions. 

Tt should be the pleasure and pride, and I believe it to be the duty 
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of all wise legislators to so provide for the organization and mainte- 
nance of the military forces of the state in time of peace that there can 
be no question of their efficiency and discipline on any occasion re- 
quiring the same; and this can only be done by an adequate annual 
appropriation and the enactment of laws requiring regular drills and 
encampments, where the duties and responsibilities of the soldier are 
taught and strict discipline enforced.
